Firſt, this is apparently the grand and fundamental 
Cauſe of ſomany Peoples roſs Ignorance of that —_— 
on which they are baptized into, and have all their days 
lived under the preaching of ;, and *tis not to be denied 


| that thoſe whoſe Vnderſtandings gain none, or but very 


inconſiderable mprovement by bearing the Holy Scriptures 
rad, and the Doftrines they comain, explained in the 
Church, are almoſt wniverſally ſuch as whoſe Parents, 
or thoſe that had the charge of them, took, none or vet'y 
little care to inftrmd} at home. 

And who doth not ſee alſo, that the flrange proneneſs 
of People to be mifled, and turned about with every wind 
of _— bs n— fo much >» be ed 
want of good Preaching,as to thetr not bet 7 
and carly anticipated with the ntfs of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriti, their xot being timely antidoted with 
the Doctrige that ſo emcating to Godlineſs, agoinf 
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the poiſonons Principles of the many Deceivers that a 
entred int the WWarld, and make ſuch ſad Havock of 
Souls among aur ſelves, | 
And as the conſtant experience of Mankind aſſureth ug, 
that there is na ſuch time for improving in other Sciences 
or Myſteries, as Youth, and that few become very con- 
fiderable in any profeſſion, who have not ſtudied it in 
their younger years, ſo*tts rare to find any that have at. 
tained to but a competent proficiency in the great My. 
ſtery of Godlineſs, in whom the grounds of it have nut 
been laid in that Age, Therefore the wiſe man adviſeth 
to remember our Creator in the days of our Youth, 
and to train up a Child in the way that he ſhould 
o, adding, that when he is old, he will not then 
Ba from it. And as S. Paul told Timothy, why 
bad a religions Mother and Grandmother, that from 1 
Child he had known the Scriptures, which are able 


to make him wile to ſalvation, ſo hath it,always be '} 


the prattice of truly piaus Parents and Governours of 
Tauth, ta take care that God, and the good things of 
bjs Law may get the firſt poſſeſſian of their Childrens 


bearts ; and not to neglect the well principling of tha | 


#ill they arrive at a mature and ſettled judgment : as 
well knowing that Young ones are ordinarily as much 
pare docile and tractable than thoſe of Ripe years,as is a 
T wig more lithe and yielding than the body of « Grown 
Tree ; and that *tis far eafter to prevent the fixing of 
evil Habits in their Souls, than to extripate them being 


ed, 
Now in order to the better - ang of Youth, the 
way of learning them Catechi or Books containing 
and explaining the Subſtance of Religion by Queſtions 
end Anſwers, is commended by the General and wer 
Ancient pradice of the Church of God ; but it nwjt 
achnowledged that through the oa imprudent and wi 
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ful compoſure of moſt Catechiſms, this way hath not 


ved ſo ſucceſsful, as it might (with the bleſſin 
Cad ) Plgrm-a had due hem. and judgment hs 5% 
about them. 

*Jis eaſie to ſhew how much there is of miſtake and 
men in them: and that, whereas God commanded the 
Jews to teach their Children his Laws and Statutes, 
not any Notions of their own, they are generally too 
faulty in this particular : And by this means have be. 
come greater Propagators of ſome uncertain Speculati- 
ons, an1 = ba cars than a Tv of 
uſeful and. neceſſary. Knowleape;, and poſſeſſed the 
nn of them both with a _y Nation of Exit: 
anity in general, and. ſuch particular Opinions as tend 
to enervate and make inſignificant the wholfom Doctrine 
taught by them, 

his great Abufe hath very nich been complained of 


' by Wiſe and Good men; and it was the affc&ing 


ſenſe that the moſt pious and worthy Perſon, our Au- 
thor, had of it, that prevail'4 with him to compoſe this 
Catechiſm ; of whom (by the way) I cannot forbear 
(uitwithftanding the extremely narrow room I am here 
confin'd to) to give this general and very ſport Ace 
ant, Viz. 

That as he was highly valued (by men cayabls of 
underſtanding tbe worth of that accompliſhment ) for 
his excellent Learning ; ſo all Good men that bad the 
heppineſ? of knowing him, conld do no other than great- 
ly love and honour bin, for the incomparably more noble 
endazpment of a Divine temper and moſt Chriſtian ſpirit 
that appeared in him. Among other, there were no Ver- 
tues he was more obſerved to be an Example of, than a

kneſs, humility and peacea the great 
enipnity, candor and ingenuity, the moſt fie

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(that is unlimited and univerſal) charity; (in which 
thoſe that diſſented from him in matters 9 Religion

great intereſt) intire (elt-relignation to the will of God 
#nd a very devout temper of mind towards bim, 4 
thoſe muſt needs conclude that he laved God and the ſoul; 
of men in an eminent degree, that obſerved how we 
publick-{pirited he was, and wonderfully induſtriagy 
#1 contriving and promoting deſigns for the bettering of 
tbe World, and in exciting others to do the like. 

Toomit other \afting Monuments of his Pious indy 
Mr. Mcde's moſt elaborate Diſcourſes, by him colled 
and publiſhed in one great Volume, will perpetuate 
his memory. All that know what he hath there alme 
performed, will pronounce him a moſt indef-xtigablt 
pains-taker for the Publick, Good, 

And I preſume that thoſe that ſhall confider the fil. 
towing Catechiſm, will ackneroledge it 2 no leſs labo- 
rious than judicious work, and cnommncly that it is 
another very ſingalar inſtance of bis ſolicitons concern 
their better part. And as I ſaid, that the ſenſe be 
of the ill ſervices that too many Catechiſms do in the 
World, was the occaſion of bis compoſing this ; fo I w- 
rily believe that a more effefFual courſe cannot well beta 
hen for remedying of that miſchief. 

For, firſt, That ſo it may neither be too large nor yet 
defettive, he hath with excellent judgment made it to 
emit of all the maſt neceſſary and important points of 
Religion, and of none other. 

2+ That ſo all Chriſttans of what denomination ſorver 
may have no temptation to ſuſpet the trieth of it, be 
hath compoſed it of Texts of Scripture; and not +aken 
liberty to expreſs any one Dofrine, whether relating ta

any ſhadow of Reaſon, But beſides, that no man may 
think bis Judgment impoſed upon by them, taking 10- 
tice that they are not to be eſteemed as a part of the Ca. 
techiſm ; and that ſo. it may readily be read without 
them, they are all mark to be printed in a diſtin Cha- 
ratter, and moreover incloſed with two ſtroaks, as Pa- 


ſhort, the Reader may reap theſe following Aduan- 
tages, by the careful peruſal - this Carechitnn 

I, He may be inſtrutted thereby in the main body and 
ſubſtance of imple pure Chriſtianity, withoxt the a- 
dulterations and ſpurious mixtures ( to borrow aphraſe 
from a very excellent Dottor) of Man-mado Divinity.
